appears by. his making an Attonement for the People; and they may 
aſwel offer a Kam or any other Sacrifice,as uſe Conſecration : they en 
deavour by..their praQtiſe to build up the Partition-wall of the Temple 
broken down, and pull from the Croſs the Ordinances which Chrit 
bath nailed thereunto, What have we to do with things under the ft 
Covenant ? and they ſhew themſelves ſuperſtitious and and prodigious
